Motors increased list prices of its 
“de luxe” convertible and station 
wagon models in four lines today 
—Cadillac, Buick, Oldsmobile and 
Pontiac. 
At the same time the corpora­ 
tion announced there would be no 
increases on any of its “volume 
models,” among them the Chevro­ 
let, its heaviest producer. 
The General Motors price in­ 
creases 
came 
less than a week 
after Henry Ford II, president of 
the Ford Motor Co., announced 
reductions ranging from $15 to $50 
in what he said was an effort to 
halt a spiral of rising prices and 
costs. 
The 
fact 
that there was no 
change in Chevrolet prices was 
interpreted in trade circles as in­ 
dicating acceptance by that pro­ 
ducer of the implied challenge of 
Ford. 
The two companies long 
have battled for first place in the 
industry’s production and distri­ 
bution. 
Soon after the price increases 
were disclosed Nicholas Dreystadt, 
general manager of Chevrolet, is­

“We intend to get started here 
on

and if your city and we get along 
well together we will expand our 
operations here by moving one of 
our major lines 
to

city, 
which will afford an opportunity 
of gainful employment to many 
of your citizens. We hope to grow 
here rapidly so that 
the 
young 
people of your city will find jobs 
here, instead of having to leave 
home to make a living,” Menck 
declared.

Majority of the townships have 
set the final date at Jan. 28, con­ 
forming with an opinion of the 
attorney general.

The townships will nominate 
candidates for supervisor, clerk, 
treasurer, members of the board 
of review, justice of the peace, 
and constable in some townships.
